The bill aims to do this by prohibiting 
interstate shipment of calves .under two.years old, alive 01 
dressed, if those alive were shipped for dressing upon reaching 
their destination. In this way the congressman would compel 
farmers and stockmen lo raise their calves, and, theoretica ly, 
he would in a few years have the country so full of beef that 


ii would be dirt cheap. 


But the idea is wholly impracticable. 
Farmers know how 


many calves they can afford lo raise, and any attempt on the 
p'irt of the government to increase'the number would speedily 
result in fewer calves being brought into the world. 
II the 


government ever gels ready to go as far as thai, which it 
probably never will, il will be lime for it lo lake over the farm- 
ing and'catlle business of Ihe country and run il to suit ilselt 


'it would be as sensible lo urge the prohibition of Ihe use of 


eggs and broilers to make poultry cheap. 
If every egg was 


hatched and there was never a broiler killed there would be 
many more fowls than there arc now, and il might be argucc 
that poultry would be cheaper.- Of course, in the place o 
veal chickens and eggs oilier meals would be eaten, and hov 
much the cost of living would be reduced by the adoption o 
this remarkable proposition of the Chicago congressman i 
much of a question. 


There is no reason to believe that so foolish a suggeMio 


will ever be adopted by the national law makers. What farm 
ing and many oilier kinds of business in this country need lo 
day is less meddling on the part of law makers and more k 
ting alone. Proper regulation of certain kinds of business i 
right bul when il comes lo telling Ihe farmer what he shall do 
wilh his calves il is time lo call a hall and take newbearings.
